1, You may request delivery of 
your mail to another box on the 
route that has been cleared, with 
the permission of the patron, 

2, You may erect a suitable tem-

Flora, a lawyer, 1s an employee 
of the Town Crier on a part-time 
basis, She has been meditating 
on whether or not to be a candi- 
date, for the School Board, now 
that her children have all grad- 
uated from school. 

Yesterday afternoon she dis- 
cussed the subject of her being a 
member of the Housing Authority 
and of the School Board, with the 
Town Cerk. She did not want the 
Town Clerk to be embarrased on 
questions of her holding dual office 
Mrs Kasabuski pointed out that the 
office of Housing, Authority is a 
‘state’ office, as differentiated 


eX. ‘town’ office, 
y the Town Clerk was slightly 
dubious, and called the State House 


Election Department. The answer 
came back, that it was ‘absolutely 
OK’, that there was a difference. 
Still possibly dubious, the Town 
Clerk called the Town Counsel. 
Mr Altman, the Town Counsel, 
appeared to agree with the State 
election official, except possibly 
for Section 2 of the Town Char- 
ter, which reads in part: ‘-Begin- 
ning with the first town election 
following acceptance of this act, 
the only boards, officers or com: 


erving 
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dlesex Superiar Court, 

Leiter interjected that it was 
his building, that he had been 
paying taxes on it, and only he had 
been paying taxes on it. 

Stevens went on to say that if 
the Board of Appeals granted per- 
mission to move the building to 
the property line it would then 
become ‘detrimental’ to his pro- 
perty. He was speaking, he said, 
not only for his own good, but for 
the ‘public good’. 

There was a new voice which 
spoke up - that of uel Shostak 
Esq. He represented the Leiters, 
brother and sister. 

Shostak told the board that Mr 
Cutter was questioning the decis- 
jon of the Board of Appeals of 16 
years go, If it were not fora mis- 
take in fact, made sixteen years 
ago in locating the building, Mr. 
Cutter would be having nothing to 
say, as there would be no hearing. 

Shostak also charged that Mr. 
Stevens was ‘on both sides of the 
question’, ‘It is not an unsightly 
building, and perhaps it has helped 
the area’. Shostak went on to say 
that until the Court had made a 
determination Stevens would be 
unable to'say ‘this piece is mine’. 

Stevens had not gone down tothe 
Town Hall, Shostak charged, and 
offered to pay taxes on the portion 
of the building which he claimed 
he owned, Further, Shostak ar- 
gued, Stevens had no right to say 
whether or not the Board of Appeals 
could allow the Leiters to move 
the building. 

‘This encroachment didn’t come 
to Mght until Stevens bought the 
adjoining lot and had it surveyed,’ 

‘The controversy hasexisted for 
one and a half years, and we have 
made every effort to resolve the 
problem’. 

‘Not until Mr Leiter filed appli- 
cation for the Board of Appeals 
hearing did Mr Stevens file his 
Bill in Equity before the Middlesex 
Superior Court - when he saw the 
notice in the paper, or was other- 
wise notified, then, and then only 
did he go to court!’ 

‘This is a unique situuation’ 
Shostak charged, ‘The only people 
who can solve it is the Board of 
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Town Hall 


mettees to be elected shall be the 
selectmen, the school committee, 
the moderator and members ofthe 
Wilmington housing authority.’ 
The section goes on to say that 
every other elective office shall 
be terminated, 

Mrs Kasabuski told the Town 
Clerk that the town had had no 
other choice but to put the words 
‘wilmington housing authority’ in 
at the time of the wording of the 
charter, but that accordingto Chap 
ter 121, Revised Statutes, the hous- 
ing authority is in effect a state 
office..

If the Housing Authority 1s to be 
considered a ‘town office’ Mrs Ka- 
sabuski told the Town Clerk, then 
the Town Clerk cannot put the 
Wilmington Redevelopment on the 
ballet for the March election, The 
only reason it could be on the bal- 
lot, in contradiction to the Town 
Charter, is because it is a ‘state’ 
office. 

Mrs Kasabuski said that. the 
same ruling would also apply to 
the District School Committe, Wil- 
mington has one opening for this 
committee, in the March election. 

Mr. Altman hung up - saying he
